Dishwashing and Family Health 


By Katharine Fisher 


Director, Good Housekeeping Institute 


Dishwashing can be just a monotonous routine job— the dull epilogue 
of every meal—or it can be one that we associate with colorful china and 
sparkling glass and silver, a thrice-daily tribute to cleanliness. After all, 
it is pretty much that way with any work we do. We can usually find joy 
in it and a challenge that stirs our enthusiasm. 


Properly done, it

There is this challenging side to dishwashing 
maintains high standards of cleanliness seen and unseen 
challenge ordinary methods of hand dishwashing, and justly so. We might 
as well face the facts, and, instead of getting panicky about them, play 
safe by making our dishwashing more adequate. For dishes—especially 
forks and spoons and the rims of cups and glasses—have been found to 
be one avenue for the transmission of certain communicable diseases, in­ 
cluding common colds. Bacteriologists advise us that in hand dishwashin 
we should use good live suds as hot as the hands can comfortably stan 
(around 125°F.), and that the suds should be changed frequently. The 
glasses, cups, and silver should be washed by themselves in hot soapsuds, 
the sink or dishpan then emptied of su.ls and flushed out with scalding 
we ter and filled with fresh suds for the next lot of dishes. 


We homemakers are critical—and rightly so—of 
the dishes on which our food is served in public dining 
rooms. We scrutinize forks and spoons, and we look 
with disapproval at chipped china, not only because of 
its appearance but because the chips uncover a hiding 
place for bacteria. We should not be indifferent to the 
standards of cleanliness in public kitchens, nor should 
we pass uninspected the dishwashing in our schcol 
lunchrooms. This is fine public housekeeping and part 
of the public-health program. 


Should we not be even more critical of the dish­ 
washing in our own kitchens, particularly if we leave 
this work to an assistant? Why not initiate and main­ 
tain high standards of cleanliness at the sink as well 
as in the laundry and all over the house? At the sink, 
as elsewhere, it is the unseen dirt which may prove the 
rt ai menace to the health and well-being of the household. In getting rid 
of this, a good procedure is to use soap and water freely. 


The bacteriologist stresses the importance of rinsing the dishes as 
they leave the suds, using water as it comes from the tap (around 150“F.). 
Some of the modem sinks are equipped with a hand spray for rinsing— 
most easily done with the dishes in a dish drainer standing on the drain- 
board, and most sanitary, for if very hot water is used, the dishes dry 
quickly 
without being wiped. And just think of all the time you save! 
Usually only the glasses and silver need a light rub. We find the two- 
compartment sink a convenience; the drainer may be set in the secontj 
compartment, or the dishes may be rinsed in the compartment without 
the dr ainer. 


With the sink established as an important health center, the bacteri­ 
ologist often points an accusing finger at the dishcloth. The careful home 
manager frowns on the insanitary practice of rolling the dishcloth into a 
damp ball and tucking it under the dishpan after the dishes are washed. 
And, praise be, the dishrag is vanishing. In its place is the hemmed dish­ 
cloth. a partner of the dish towel. Of course, we all agree that both cloth 
and towels should he washed in hot soapsuds, rinsed, and hung to dry— 
if in the sun, so much the better. The use of a bottled bleach keeps cloth 
and towels a good color. An approved friction cleanser will help to keep 
the sink shining. 


In our five kitchens at Good Housekeeping Institute we always keep 
a second cloth hanging at the sink for wiping up the sink and other sur­ 
faces. so that the dishcloth is used only for the dishes. We have also used 
a cellulose sponge in place < f u dishcloth, and we like it.

The last bank robbery at Ste. 
Genevieve, Mo., 
preceding

ier Bank by tw o men W ednesday, 
w as com m itted by 
Jesse Jam es 
and four of his henchm en M ay 
27, 1873. 
The raid by Jam es is 
graphically described in an 
old 
book. “The B order O utlaw s,” a 
copy of which is ow ned by George 
T urner of St. Louis, having been 
given to him by his father, H arry 
C. T urner, an old-tim e new spaper 
correspondent.

FFLORESCENCE on masonry ma­ 
terials results from salts carried 
to exterior surface by moisture in 
wall and there deposited in crystal­ 
line form by evaporation. 
Excessive water and high salt con­ 
tent in new construction makes ef­ 
florescence more pronounced. As the 
^building ages, deposits often wear 
away, eliminating necessity for re­ 
moval. 
Efflorescence most frequently oc­ 
curs where wall is subject to frequent 
wetting, such as below window sills 
or near leaky gutters. Continued rain­ 
fall, excessive humidity or seepage 
due to faulty construction may well 
result in salt deposits. 
Deposits can usually be removed by 
vigorous application of fiber or wire 
brush. 
If rubbing proves ineffective, scrub 
deposit areas with acid wash com­ 
posed of 1 part muriatic acid, 4 to 10 
parts water. Avoid mortar joints 
where possible. Rinse wall with clear I 
water. Follow with diluted ammonia 
solution—1 pint to 2 gallons cf water 
—to assure removal of acid. 
Reappearance of deposits may ne­ 
cessitate successive washings until 
soluble salts in materials are ex­ 
hausted. 
Q.—How can blue stain in lumber 
be avoided? 
A.—To prevent blue stain lumber 
should be shellacked, and, wherever 
possible, back-primed with a durable, 
waterproof paint. 
An effective back primer is com­ 
posed of equal parts (by volume) soft 
paste white lead and pure raw linseed 
oil. Add */a pint liquid drier per gal­ 
lon of paint.

Women Prefer Security 
Over Love, Marriage 
Questionnaire Shows 
I 


N a questionnaire sent out by 
G retta Palmer to one hundred 
ex-wives and one hundred ex-hus­ 
bands to help determine why mar­ 
riages go wrong, the most illum i­ 
nating answer was that 45 of the 
200 had gone into marriage with no 
firm intention of making it a suc­ 
cess. In other words, marriage to 
them from the start was not the 
real thing but something of a trial 
balloon. They knew that if things 
went wrong they could always count 
on divorce as an escape. Divorce 
was their protection. 
“Without love or even a deep 
fondness holding them together, 
husbands and wives are bound to 
quarrel, and without a firm deter­ 
mination to succeed in marriage at 
all costs—with never a thought of 
divorce—many are sure to let the 
first quarrel lead to the wreck of the 
home,” writes Miss Palmer in the 
November Good Housekeeping, in an 
analysis of the questionnaire. 
Of the 200 questioned, only a lit­ 
tle more than half had married for 
love. And more startling is that 
most of these were men. Seventy- 
five percent of the women admitted 
they had married for other reasons. 
“Increased Prestige” and “Security” 
were checked far more often than 
“Love,” “Children” or “Companion­ 
ship.” 
A few months ago a questionnaire 
was sent out to one hundred Golden 
Wedding couples. Not one man or 
woman out of that entire group had 
married for “Security.” All the 
women and almost all the men had 
married for “Love.” 
On the average the marriages of 
the 200 lasted only four and one 
half years. The longest was 12 
years; the shortest, six months. It 
seems, therefore, that the fourth 
year is the most dangerous year. 
This is the year, as one answer puts 
it, when “trouble arises af4er the 
first glamour has worn off and be­ 
fore the habit of being married has 
had a chance to harden.” 
How much time elapsed between 
divorce and the second marriage 
was one of the questions asked by 
Miss Palmer. The majority an­ 
swered that at least two years had 
elapsed before remarrying, and the 
average period was between three 
and four years. This is a sign that 
something other than another “love” 
hac caused the break-up of their 
homes.

“During their stay in Cheyenne,

James BUI Chndwell, alias Styles,

FFLORESCENCE on masonry ma­ 
terials results from salts carried 
to exterior surface by moisture in 
wall and there deposited in crystal­ 
line form by evaporation. 
Excessive water and high salt con­ 
tent in new construction makes ef­ 
florescence more pronounced. As the 
%uilding ages, deposits often wear 
away, eliminating necessity for re­ 
moval. 
Efflorescence most frequently oc­ 
curs where wall is subject to frequent 
wetting, such as below window sills 
or near leaky gutters. Continued rain­ 
fall, excessive humidity or seepage 
due to faulty construction may well 
result in salt deposits. 
Deposits can usually be removed by 
vigorous application of fiber or wire 
brush. 
If rubbing proves ineffective, scrub 
deposit areas with acid wash com­ 
posed of 1 part muriatic acid. 4 to 10 
parts water. Avoid mortar joints i 
where possible. Rinse wall with clear I 
water. Follow with diluted ammonia 
solution—1 pint to 2 gallons cf water 
—to assure removal of acid. 
Reappearance of deposits may ne­ 
cessitate successive washings until 
soluble salts in materials are ex­ 
hausted. 
Q.—How can blue stain in lumber 
be avoided? 
A.—To prevent blue stain lumber 
should be shellacked, and, wherever 
possible, back-primed with a durable, 
waterproof paint. 
An effective back primer is com­ 
posed of equal parts (by volume) soft 
paste white lead and pure raw linseed i 
oil. Add *4 pint liquid drier per gal­ 
lon of paint.

Women Prefer Security 
Over Love, Marriage 
Questionnaire Shows 
I 
N a questionnaire sent out by 
G retta Palmer to one hundred 
ex-wives and one hundred ex-hus­ 
bands to help determine why m ar­ 
riages go wrong, the most illum i­ 
nating answer was that 45 of the 
200 had gone into marriage with no 
firm intention o f making it a suc­ 
cess. In other words, marriage to 
them from the start was not the 
real thing but something of a trial 
balloon. They knew that if things 
went wrong they could always count 
on divorce as an escape. Divorce 
was their protection. 
“Without love or even a deep 
fondness holding them together, 
husbands and wives are bound to 
quarrel, and without a firm deter­ 
mination to succeed in marriage at 
all costs—with never a thought of 
divorce—many are sure to let the 
first quarrel lead to the wreck of the 
home,” writes Miss Palmer in the 
November Good Housekeeping, in an 
analysis of the questionnaire. 
Of the 200 questioned, only a lit­ 
tle more than half had married for 
love. And more startling is that 
most of these were men. Seventy- 
five percent of the women admitted 
they had married for other reasons. 
“Increased Prestige” and “Security” 
were checked far more often than 
“Love,” “Children” or "Companion­ 
ship.” 
A few months ago a questionnaire 
was sent out to one hundred Golden 
Wedding couples. Not one man or 
woman out of that entire group had 
married for “Security." All the 
women and almost all the men had 
married for “Love.” 
On the average the marriages of 
the 200 lasted only four and one 
half years. The longest was 12 
years; the shortest, six months. It 
seems, therefore, that the fourth 
year is the most dangerous year. 
This is the year, as one answer puts 
it. when “trouble arises after the 
first glamour has worn off and be­ 
fore the habit of being married has 
had a chance to harden.” 
How much time elapsed between 
divorce and the second marriage 
was one of the questions asked by 
Miss Palmer. The majority an­ 
swered that at least two years had 
elapsed before remarrying, and the 
average period was between three 
and four years. This is a sign that 
sonn thing other than another “love” 
hac caused the break-up of their 
homes.
